Your front page article of 
June 18 was a very personal 
matter to the residents of 
‘ 660 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
“ This apartment address is

other families. Needless to 
say, the tragic event of June 
' 8 is indelibly marked on 

; the hearts of all of us here. 
At this point, we would like 
to say we feel that the po¬ 
lice officers who responded 
' to the call should be highly 
commended for the fast and 
r efficient manner in which 
’ they handled the emer- 
L gency. 

We cannot change what 
’ has happened, but we can 
take steps to protect chil- 
r dren of the community in 
t the future. 

We are sure your recom¬ 
mendation to increase the 
patrol force would do a great 
deal to help the hazardous 
conditions we have on Si¬ 
erra Madre Blvd. However, 
it is apparent that other 
controls also are badly 
needed. 

First, it is suggested that 
a check be rpade at the in¬ 
tersection of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Michillinda any 
morning between 7:30 and 
8:30 and any evening be¬ 
tween 4 and 5 p.m.—this is 
where the “strip” begins— 
and it is a very confusing 
and dangerous intersection. 
(Of course, the traffic will 
not be nearly as heavy dur¬ 
ing the period when school 
is not in session.) It is 
strongly recommended that 
the City of Sierra Madre in¬ 
stigate a joint project with 
the City of Pasadena to in¬ 
stall an automatic stop and 
go system at this intersec¬ 
tion. 

Secondly, it is also strong¬ 
ly recommended that stop 
signs be posted on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. at the intersec¬ 
tion of Sunnyside and that 
pedestrian cross walks be 
painted as soon as possible, 
but certainly not later than 
the opening of the school 
term in September. 

The foregoing would not 
only serve to protect our 
children, pedestrians and 
motorists, but would cut the 
speed of traffic and allow

ORDINANCE NO. 724 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDING SECTION 9100 
OF THE SIERRA MADRE 
CITY CODE AND DECLAR¬ 
ING THE URGENCY THERE¬ 
OF. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Section 9100 of the 
Sierra Madre City Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 9100. Excavations for 
which a permit is required. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for 
any person to make, or cause 
or permit to be made, any ex¬ 
cavation or fiU in, under or 
upon the surface of any land, 
public or private, in the City, 
without first obtaining a per¬ 
mit to do so, in the manner 
and subject to the regulations 
hereafter provided or in viola¬ 
tion of any of the terms or 
conditions of such permit; 
provided, however, that no 
permit shall be required for 
(1) excavation for the founda¬ 
tion or basement of any build¬ 
ing for which a building per¬ 
mit has been issued, or (2) for 
excavations that will not ex¬ 
ceed 100 cubic yards, or (3) 
for the grading of any parcel 
of land where no cut bank is 
left standing more than three 
(3) feet in height and the 
excavated material is not re¬ 
moved from the lot from 
which it is excavated, or (4) 
a fill which does not exceed 
one hundred (100) cubic yards 
of material on any one re¬ 
corded lot, or a fill which does 
not exceed three (3) feet in 
vertical depth at its deepest 
point measuring from the 
natural ground surface and 
the surface of which has no 
slope at any point steeper 
than five horizontal to one 
vertical; and provided further 
that on-site and off-site grad¬ 
ing and excavating for sub¬ 
division according to grading 
plans approved by the City 
Council may he exempted 
from the hearing require¬ 
ments of this Chapter but 
shall be subject to all of the 
regulatory and safety require¬ 
ments set forth herein. 

(b) Definition. Excavation 
as used in this chapter shall 
include all excavation, fills, 
grading and other movement 
or compaction of earth. 

SECTION 2. The City Council 
finds and determines that it Is 
necessary and appropriate for 
this Ordinance to become im¬ 
mediately effective in that an 
urgent situation exists in the 
hillside areas of the City inso¬ 
far as grading is concerned; that 
while the Council declares that 
this Ordinance is a declaration of 
the original intent of Section 
9100 and is intended as a clari¬ 
fication of that section, due to 
the necessity of completion of 
certain debris basins as soon as 
possible so rs to avoid potential 
mud slides, it is urgent that con¬ 
struction commence without at¬ 
tendant hearing procedures. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause 
the same to be published once 
in the Sierra Madre News, a 
weekly newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation, published and circu¬ 
lated In the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre.
